PANSY  SEED 


GOOD  PANSIES  SELL  THEMSELVES 

Get  the  BEST  SEED  Obtainable 

Prepare  the  seed  bed  using  some  well 
rotted  stable  manure  Have  the  bed  as 
smooth  as  possible  and  a  little  strong 
in  the  center,  pat  firmly  with  a  board  or 
box  then  wet  thoroughly  and  sow  the 
seed  sparingly  as  this  seed  will  germin¬ 
ate  fifteen  to  eighteen  thousand  to  the 
ounce.  Cover  lightly  with  loam  just 
enough  so  that  no  seed  will  be  exposed. 
Use  a  course  sieve  to  cover  with.  Ours 
are  4  holes  to  the  inch  mesh.  Now  pat 
lightly  with  board  or  box  and  moisten 
with  a  fine  spray.  Look  again  to  see 
that  no  seed  remains  uncovered. 

Cover  quite  heavy  with  marsh  or  sec¬ 
ond  crop  hay  which  has  the  least  weeds. 
Water  well  after  covering.  If  weather 
is  hot  and  dry  it  would  be  advisable  to 
wet  the  covering  once  or  twice  during 
germination.  Uncover  in  five  or  six 
days  or  just  as  soon  as  the  seed  breaks 
through  the  soil,  preferably  in  the  late 
afternoon,  and  water  lightly  with  a  fine 
spray.  Keep  moist  for  3  or  4  days  after 
uncovering  but  use  water  sparingly,  as 
too  much  will  cause  damping  off.  Then 
water  only  when  necessary,  but  never 
in  the  evening. 

We  sow  seed  from  July  17  to  August

DONOVAN’S  MATCHLESS 


When  large  enough,  transplant  to  a 
raised  bed  wide  enough  to  hold  about 
fourteen  rows  across  4”  to  5”  apart 
each  way.  Have  the  bed  raised  in  the 
center  so  water  will  not  settle.  Trans¬ 
plant  once  only. 

We  start  to  cover  about  Nov.  25th, 
but  if  the  weather  is  settled  and  cold 
we  start  about  the  20th. 

Cover  with  meadow  or  salt  hay, 
avoid  anything  with  weeds  or  hay  seed. 
Shake  the  covering  well  to  make  light 
and  have  no  lumps.  Cover  the  plants 
just  out  of  sight,  do  not  smother  them. 

Do  not  plant  too  near  edge  of  bed, 
leave  a  6”  or  7  ”  margin  on  each  side 
and  have  the  covering  come  well  over 
the  edges,  especially  on  the  north  or 
west  side. 

We  pin  with  a  little  earth  taken  on 
the  point  of  the  shovel,  one  on  each 
margin  and  two  in  center,  about  1  1-2 
to  2  ft.  apart.  Do  not  uncover  until  the 
frost  is  out  of  the  ground  in  the  spring. 
We  sow  about  five  pounds  of  seed  and 
almost  never  lose  a  plant
